A  track  yard  for 
storage  of  cars  lays  between  the  building  and  the  BART  track, 
the  southerly  part  of  the  site  is  set  aside  for  a  possible  future 
PUC  office  building.  The  transit  terminal  sits  adjecent  to  the  BART 
station.  Buffer  planting  and  a  concrete  base  of  the  repair  shops 
provide  a  separation  from  San  Jose  and  Ocean  Aves.  A  park  area  is 
proposed  at  the  corner  of  San  Jose  and  Ocean.  The  shed  buildings 
will  present  a  low  prifile  as  the  result  of  the  roof  planes  following 
the  lines  of  the  canted  ends  of  the  roof  trusses.  Parking  for 
personel  is  provided  under  the  buildings. 

The  project  budget  is  $9  million.  As  this  project  is  partially 
Federally  funded,  the  amount  for  Art  Enrichment  will  be  a  percentage 
of  the  City  share.

Re:       PUBLIC  HEARING  REGARDING  RELOCATION  OF  PHELAN  ADMISSION  DAY  MONUMENT 

In  response  to  Art  Commission  Resolution  #1974-17,  a  Public  Hearing  was 
conducted  at  2  p.m.  on  29  March  74  in  the  Commissioners  Room,  Main  Library, 
Civic  Center.   (The  Hearing  could  not  be  held  on  the  original  date  of 
11  March  74,  because  the  room  was  not  available.)  Commissioners  Asawa, 
Callanan,  McCormick,  Mayes  and  Sotomayer  sat  at  the  Hearing  with 
Commissioner  Mayes  acting  as  Chairman. 

A.  DESCRIPTION  AND  HISTORY  OF  THE  MONUMENT. 

The  monument  of  granite  is  approximately  35'  high.  A  6'  high  base 
supports  a  column  topped  by  a  capital  upon  which  stands  a  bronze 
statue  of  "Winged  History"  holding  an  open  book  inscribed  with  the 
numbers  MCML.  Standing  on  the  base  is  a  bronze  figure  of  a  miner 
carrying  a  pick  and  waving  the  Flag.  On  two  opposite  sides  of  the 
base  are  water  basins  with  drains.  Above  these  basins  are  niches 
which  originally  housed  drinking  fountain  devices.  Below  these 
basins  at  the  pavement  are  shallow  basins  ornamented  with  bronze  elements 
On  the  other  opposing  sides  of  the  base  are  incriptions  commemorating 
the  admission  of  this  State  to  the  Union  and  dedication  to  the 
"Native  Sons  of  the  Golden  West". 

The  monument  was  given  to  the  City  in  1896  by  Mayor  James  Phelan. 
The  base  and  column  were  designed  by  Willis  Polk.  The  bronze  figures 
and  ornaments  were  executed  by  Douglas  Til  den.  The  monument  was 
originally  located  on  an  island  at  the  intersection  of  Mason  Street 
and  Market  Street.   In  1948  the  monument  was  moved  to  a  glade  in 
Golden  Gate  Park. 

B.  RESPONSES  AT  PUBLIC  HEARING. 


Nine  members  of  the  public  responded  to  the  question  of  relocating 
the  monument.  Responses  in  sequence  were  as  follows: 

1.   Mr.  Gabriel  Sheridan  speaking  for  the  Native  Sons  of  the  Golden 
West  spoke  of  the  history  of  the  monument.  He  urged  that  the 
monument  be  placed  at  the  intersection  Fulton  and  Hyde  on  the 
Fulton  Mall  west  of  United  Nations  Plaza.  This  proposal  was 
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coupled  with  a  proposal  that  the  Bufano  "Peace"  statue  now  at 
the  Airport  be  located  in  UN  Plaza.   (Note:  The  Bufano 
"Peace"  statue  is  not  part  of  any  consideration  of  this 
Public  Hearing.)  A  plan  showing  this  proposal  was  passed  to 
the  Commissioners.  This  is  attached  as  Exhibit  No.  1. 

2.  Mr.  Robert  Downing  Olson  supported  Mr.  Sheridan's  proposal. 

3.  Mr.  Louis  Pallandini  seconded  the  Sheridan  proposal  and  stated 
that  the  monument  was  to  be  moved  only  temporarily  to  Golden 
Gate  Park. 

4.  Ms.  Tina  Hoffman  indicated  that  she  had  many  communications 
supported  the  Sheridan  proposal. 

5.  Mr.  W.  Perazzo  supported  the  Sheridan  proposal. 

6.  Ms.  Eleanor  C rabtree  of  the  S.  F.  Women's  Clubs  indicated  that 
organization's  support  of  the  Sheridan  proposal. 

7.  Mr.  George  H.  Cabaniss,  Jr.  supported  the  Sheridan  proposal. 

8.  Ms.  Gerda  Fulder  of  the  Haight-Ashbury  Neighborhood  Council 
supported  the  Sheridan  proposal. 

9.  Mr.  Thomas  Zaragaza,  past  President  of  NSGW  urged  that  the 
monument  be  brought  back  to  Market  Street,  preferably  to 
UN  Plaza.  In  response  to  a  questions  from  Commissioner 
McCormick,  he  indicated  that  there  might  be  other  possible 
locations. 

Mr.  Jack  Baron,  Project  Manager,  Transit  Task  Force,  indicated  that  money 
to  relocate  the  monument  might  be  available  when  the  Market  Street  project 
is  completed. 

Commissioner  Callanan  asked  Mr.  Sheridan  if  any  other  locations  might  be 
suitable.  Mr.  Sheridan  responded  that  locations  at  Van  Ness  Avenue  or 
Post  Street  on  Market  Street  might  be  considered. 

Commissioner  Sotomayor  suggested  the  monument  could  go  back  to  the  island 
at  Mason  Street  and  Market  Street. 

Commissioner  Asawa  suggested  a  location  at  17th  and  Castro.  The  responses 
and  comments  having  been  concluded,  the  Hearing  was  adjouned  at  approxi- 
mately 3:30  p.m. 

C.   RESPONSE  FROM  PUBLIC  AGENCIES. 

This  Chairman  requested  comment  from  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department, 
the  Dept.  of  Public  Works,  the  Landmarks  Commission  and  the  Transit  Task 
Force  on  the  proposal  to  relocate  the  Phelan  Monument  to  Market.  Replies 
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C   RESPONSE  FROM  PUBLIC  AGENCIES  (cont) 

were  received  from  Mr.  Joseph  Caverly,  General  Manager,  Recreation  and 
Parks  Dept.  and  from  Mr.  Myron  Tatarian,  Director  of  Public  Works.  These 
replies  are  attached  as  Exhibits  2  and  3. 

Mr.  Jack  Baron  of  the  Transit  Task  Force  responded  verbally  at  the  Hearing. 
No  reply  was  received  from  the  Landmarks  Commission. 

D.   CONCLUSIONS  AND  RECOMMENDATIONS 

The  monument  is  of  historic  importance  to  San  Francisco  and  should  be 
relocated  to  a  site  on/or  adjacent  to  Market  Street. 

The  monument  is  now  under  control  of  the  Parks  and  Recreation  Department. 
Permission  of  that  Commission  must  be  secured  before  relocation.  The  staff 
of  the  Department  have  no  objections  to  the  removal  of  the  monument  to 
Market  Street.  The  estimated  cost  of  relocation  and  refurbishing  is 
$55,000.,  subject  to  the  final  design  requirements  of  any  selected  site. 
There  are  no  funds  budgeted  for  this  work  at  this  time. 

Following  are  comments  on  proposed  and  possible  locations: 

1.  The  proposed  location  for  the  monument  at  the  center  of  Fulton  Mall 
is  not  suitable  as  it  would  impair  the  view  of  City  Hall  from 
Market  Street. 

2.  The  location  on  the  island  at  Mason  Street  is  too  small  to  accommodate 
the  momument  without  conflict  with  other  elements  on  the  island,  i.e., 
light  standard,  signals  and  pedestrian  movement. 

3.  At  Van  Ness  Avenue  there  is  no  adequate  space  at  any  corner  without 
pedestrian  conflict. 

4.  The  island  at  the  intersection  of  Post  Street  and  Market  Street  could 
accommodate  the  monument  if  Post  Street  is  permanently  closed  at 
Montgomery  Street. 

5.  The  17th  (Market  Street)  and  Castro  Street  site  is  perhaps  too  remote 
from  downtown  to  be  suitable. 

6.  At  Franklin  Street  and  Market  Street  an  island  in  the  middle  of  Market 
Street  is  of  suitable  size  to  receive  the  monument. 

7.  The  node  at  the  west  side  of  the  Grove  Street-Hyde  Street  intersection 
is  of  suitable  size  to  receive  the  monument. 

8.  A  location  on  the  center  line  of  Market  Street  at  the  Embarcadero  Plaza 
would  be  suitable. 
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The  original  drinking  fountain  devices  on  the  monument  are  apparently  lost. 
They  would  no  longer  satisfy  Health  Department  requirements  in  any  event. 
Any  discharge  from  the  upper  basins  to  the  lower  basins  for  animal  watering 
would  certainly  be  considered  unsanitary  today.  Specially  designed  water 
fountains  would  be  required  to  comply  with  sanitary  requirements. 

No  final  determination  of  location  can  be  made  until  design  studies  for  each 
site  have  been  prepared.  Such  studies  should  be  prepared  by  the  Department 
of  Public  Works  or  the  Market  Street  Joint  Venture  Architects.

There  are  6  buildings  in  this  program,  each  with  a  budget  of  $50,000. 
This  produces  a  $6,000.  total  budget  for  "art  enrichment".  Two  of 
these  buildings  are  below  ground.  One  is  on  the  grounds  of  Laguna 
Honda  Hospital  and  is  not  being  considered  for  "enrichment".  The  remaining 
three  are  all  located  in  residential  areas.  This  Committee  feels  that 
these  buildings  should  be  as  unobtrusive  as  possible  in  order  to  have 
as  little  negative  impact  on  the  neighborhoods  as  possible  ,  and  that 
$1000  -  $2000  per  building  would  probably  not  provide  any  "art"  of 
substantial  nature.  We  therefore  propose  a  alternative  use  of  the  funds. 

Hetch  Hetchy  Power  and  Water  does  not  have  a  well  designed  symbol  or 
plaque  to  identify  their  various  facilities  and  installations.

CHILDREN'S  PLAYGROUND 
Golden  Gate  Park 


Children's  Playground  in  Golden  Gate  Park,   which  dates  back  to  1888, 
has  the  distinction  of  being  one  of  the  first  playgrounds  in  America. 
Only  the  Joseph  Lee  Playground  in  the  Boston  Commons  is  older,    yet 
when  it  was  established  the  only  improvement  it  had  was  a  sand  box, 
while  Children's  Playground  had  an  extensive  layout  of  play  equipment 
at  a  very  early  date.     The  earliest  photographs  of  Children's  Playground 
date  from  1900  and  illustrate  a  number  of  types  of  equipment  many  of 
which  are  identical  in  design  to  those  which  are  still  used  there. 

The  scope  of  the  design  contract  to  rehabilitate  and  improve  Children's 
Playground  is  $200,  000.    These  funds  cover  the  improvements  east  of 
the  merry-go-round  and  do  not  include  restoring  the  Sharon  Building  - 
the  old  stone  building  which  was  badly  burned  about  a  year  ago  -   or 
the  merry-go-round.     Approximately  60-70%  of  the  present  equipment 
in  the  playground  would  be  rehabilitated  and  reused.     The  existing  barn 
would  remain  in  its  present  location. 

DESCRIPTION  OF  IMPROVEMENTS 

One  of  the  most  dramatic  changes  in  the  design  proposal  would  be  in  the 
main  approach  to  the  facility  to  the  east  of  the  Sharon  Building.     There, 
rather  than  a  vast  expanse  of  flat  asphalt,   will  be  a  pond  with  access  to 
the  children's  area  by  a  gently  arching  wood  bridge.     To  the  north  of  the 
bridge  the  pond  has  stepping  stones  and  a  paved  area  and  bench  to  sit  on 
at  the  water's  edge.     A  water  jet  provides  activity  in  the  space  and  a  low 
waterfall  drops  from  the  south  edge  of  the  bridge.     The  lower  pond  pro- 
vides a  moat-like  border  to  the  animal  enclosure  forming  a  space  where 
animals,    children  and  parents  can  mingle  together  outside  of  the  corral 
that  encloses  the  present  barn.     This  arrangement  is  similar  to  the  re- 
cently improved  children's  zoo  at  Fleishhacker  Zoo  in  San  Francisco. 
The  fenced  space  between  the  edge  of  the  corral  and  the  water  is  approx- 
imately double  the  present  area  defined  by  the  corral. 

To  the  north  of  the  barn  is  a  circular  play  space  for  toddlers  and  young 
children  which  extends  beyond  the  bounds  of  the  existing  straight  row  of 
trees,   benches  and  sand  areas.     Some  of  the  trees  which  now  border  the 
lawn  will  be  retained  within  the  sand  play  area.     Comfortable  wood-backed 
benches  facing  south  will  be  set  along  the  edge  of  the  curving  walk  which 
borders  the  play  area. 

The  space  for  the  youngest  toddlers  is  east  of  this  area  and  sheltered 
from  the  wind  by  existing  Monterey  Pines  and  is  interconnected  to  the 
larger  circle  by  an  arched  bridge  with  a  short  tunnel  under  it.     Very 
small  scale  equipment  will  be  in  this  sand  area. 


The  major  new  play  area  is  the   160'  in  diameter  central  activity  area 
which  is  the  focal  point  of  the  design.     It  extends  up  into  the  edge  of  the 
existing  wooded  hillside  which  slopes  down  from  Kesar  Drive.    This 
would  give  topographic  interest  to  the  playground  and  allow  slides  and 
other  equipment  to  be  built  into  the  slope  -  an  arrangement  which  is 
much  safer  and  more  attractive.     Most  of  the  existing  slides  will  be 
incorporated  into  this  hillside  design.     A  major  new  play  structure 
will  incorporate  existing  elements  such  as  the  tall  spiral  slide  and 
swings.     Small  wood  pavilions  are  also  a  part  of  this  structure  which 
will  gradually  step  down  in  elevation  to  a  boardwalk  alongside  two  boats. 
The  boats,    the  use  of  pilings  and  the  detailing  together  with  the  nearby 
pond  will  give  a  waterfront,    nautical  character  to  this  space. 

A  semi- circular  area  at  the  east  edge  of  the  playground  will  feature 
gymnastics  equipment.     This  will  be  located  very  close  to  the  area 
where  it  now  is. 

The  proposed  design  will  limit  access  to  three  points  ,    two  of  which 
will  have  turnstyle  entrances  with  bicycle  parking  next  to  the  entry 
point.     This  will  prevent  bicycles  or  city  vehicles  from  driving  through 
the  area  as  they  now  do.     The  third  entrance  will  have  removable 
bollards  for  service  vehicles. 

All  play  areas  will  be  surfaced  with  sand.     Walkway  surfaces  will  be 
asphaltic  concrete.     Seating  areas  are  set  up  throughout  the  playground. 
A  considerable  amount  of  new  tree  planting  is  proposed,    including 
Monterey  Pines  and  6  Siberian  Elms  located  in  the  raised  circular 
bench-edged  planters.     This  in  combination  with  water  and  the  use  of 
the  hillside,    nearby  meadows  and  soft  forms  would  give  a  completely 
new  feeling  to  the  area  while  maintaining  its  historic  identity.

The  presentation  is   excellent  and  illustrates  a   flared  ramp  of  concrete  with  railings 
of  granite  running  over   the  existing  steps   from  the  entrance  plaza   level    to   the  library 
floor  level.      Ramps  on  either  side    (end)    of  the  steps  from  the  sidewalk  level    to  plaza 
level   complete   the  sloping  walkway   or  runway   from  sidewalk   to  floor  level. 

This  proposal  and  21   others  by  Mr.    Groth  were  reviewed  at  a   subsequent  meeting  and  it 
was   decided   that   the  fundamental   question  of  whether  such  an  approach  be  a    "tacked  on" 
item  or  whether  it  should  be  a  more  comprehensive  solution   to   the  problem  should  be 
*'onsidered  by   the   commission. 

It  was  considered   that  if  the  solution  were   to  be   "tacked  on"   it  might  be  better   to  be 
frankly   temporary    (the  size  of  the  budget  indicates   this),    but  if  it  were   to  be  a 
solution  which  is  permanent,    it  should  be  one  which  both  recognizes   the  handsomeness 
of'the  building  facade  and  is  an  integral  solution  of  the  building  and  its  approach  plaza. 

This  building  which  contains   so  much   that  is   worthwhile   to  all   of  us  should  be  one  which 
is  easily  accessible   to  all   and  probably  most  of  all    to   those  with  physical  handicaps. 

Money  may  be   the  decider  in   favor  of  temporary  but   there  should  be  something  better  to 
avoid     offense   to   the  eye  and   the  spirit. 

Mr.   Groth  is   to  be  highly   commended  for  his   efforts   to  solve   this  problem.

A  subsequent  meeting  was  held  in  the  office  of  Commissioner  Cannon,  with  Commissioners

The  site  is  extremely  stark  and  devoid  of  landscaping  except  along  the  northeast 
front  and  side  of  the  building  along  Harrison  St.  A  chainlink  fence  abutts  the 
sidewalk  with  asphalt  playground  inside. 

To  be  acceptable  a  planting  area  must  be  developed  at  the  left  front  of  the 
building  and  the  chainlink  fence  along  Harrison  St  moved  back  1'  from  the  side- 
walk to  provide  a  continuous  planting  strip  for  Ivy  on  the  fence.  A  presently 
shown  planting  space  (±8'x40')  at  the  front  of  the  building  may  be  deleted 
with  the  addition  of  planting  along  the  building.

The  structure  face  Franklin  St  and  extends  between  Hayes  and  Grove  Sts.  It  is 
five  level  (including  open  roof)  with  500  stalls.

The  structure  is  on  the  west  side  of  3rd  St  between  Howard  and  Folsom  Sts.
